Tt Is necessary
that any material used for money pos-
wess [nteinsle value or represont some
substunce which does possess intrinsle
value, that it bo portable, that the ma-
terial used cun be divided and, united
again without destroying its value, and
that the substance be durable. The
metals are durable, divisible and recog-
pizable and nre the only substances now
used by advanced nations, It has been
well said coneerning the necossary qual-
itles, of gold and silver as money ma-
terials, “that gold aud siiver alone are
of smull volume, of equal goodness, easy
of transport, divisible without loss,
ousily guardod, and very durable,”

The oarliest systems of curroncy are
those of the Grock states. The Roman
system wis estublishod nlter the Greek
and is therefores much better known
nnd underatood, “Pansy."

It
is estimated that not more than eighty
vords of bark wers burned or destroyed,
The leather In the vats I8 damaged
somewhat, but the immense stock In
the two drylofts and the brick ware-
house, which were saved, is uninjured.
The tannery was insured for 860,000 and
and the loss Is estimatod at from $10,000
to 816,000 more. The plant gave ew-
ployment to about eighty hands and
had a record of fewer shut downs than
nny similar establishmont In this part
of the country.
